NEW YORK (AP)—Vice Presi- 


dent Richard M. Nixon today 
charged Sen. John F. Kennedy 
with showing a phony film of 
their first television debate. A Re- 
publican 
campaign 
spokesman 


called it "vicious political trick- 
ery." 


Nixon headquarters 
also , de- 


nounced a political cartoon circu- 
lated by the United Auto Workers, 
saying that it suggests anyone 
who votes for the GOP presiden- 
tial candidate is a bigot. 


Robert H. Finch, Nixon's cam- 


paign director, leveled the attack 
at Kennedy as the vice president 
prepared for the last of the tele- 
vised campaign debates tonight. 


Finch saicl a five-minute tele; 


vised political commercial which 
appeared in New York Thursday 
was altered by Kennedy tech- 
nicians. They changed the se- 
quence 
of 
appearances, 
Finch 


saicl, to portrary Nixon as agree- 
ing with Kennedy during a single 
speech by the Democratic candi 
date, 


Actually, Finch said, "a series 


of comments by Sen, Kennedy 
was run together to appear as one 
delivery, and the shot of the vice 
president was inserted where the 
film was spliced."
